That is the measure of the task to 


which America dedicates herself in 
today's rearmament program—one na- 
tion defending the Western world. 


It is a task that will overshadow all 


policies, both foreign and domestic, 
for a generation to come. 


For America is equal to this task, 


and, knowing she is equal to it, she 
will let nothing stand in the way of 
its fulfillment.

"French Men and Women: 


"At the coll of the French president I have assumed 


the leadership of the government of France. 
I have 


been thinking of those who have been fighting true'to 
our old military traditions, against an enemy of huge 
numerical superiority. I also think of those old com- 
batants whom I commanded during the last war. I have 
given myself to France to better her situation at this 
grave hour. 


"At this moment, I think of the unfortunate refugees, 


men and women on roads, driven away from home by the 
misfortunes of war. 


"I express to them sinccrest sympathy and compassion. 


It is with heavy heart that I tell you today that we must 
stop the fight. 


"I sent a message to the enemy Sunday to ask him 


if he would meet with me, as between one soldier and 
another, after a fight and, honorably, to seek a way to put 
an end to hostilities, 


"Let all Frenchmen gather around the government 


over which I preside during these sad hours. And let them 
do their duty (one word inaudible) their faith in the destiny 
of their country,"

WASHINGTON — Expected Senate 


approval of Hie House plans to boost 
the army to 375,000 men would soon 
give • the United Stales a compact' 
up-to-date striking force Of nine in- 
fantry divisions, two mechanized di- 
visions, two cavalry divisions, and 
enough supplemental troops-to form 
the whole into two complete army 
corps ready for immediate action. . 


This new enlargement of the army, 


which goes beyond increases previous- 
ly voted would give the nation ,a 
mobile field army within its continen-i 
lal borders of close lo 35,000 men. 


Plans 
for a recruiting campaign 


have been-perfected. The drive can 
get under way as soon as congressional 
action is complete.

Horse Cavalry Still Kept 
'• 


Uncle Sam's field army today has 


five infantry divisions, plus a skele- 
tonized .sixth division; the new plan 
would fill in all the gaps and add 
three brand new divisions. Peace- 
time strength of these "streamlined" 
divisions is 85000 men, organized into 
three infantry regiments, two artil- 
lery . regiments and various signal, 
quartermaster, 
engineer, and head- 


quarters units.

Soldiers Go , For Specialization 


It is under the heading of supple- 


mental corps troops that the army 
would get some of its most modern 
fighting units. 


An army corps is composed of two 


or more divisions; supposition is, un- 
der the set-up .outlined here, that 
Ihero'd be five regular divisions in 
one and four in Ihe other. Each 
corps will need about 2,500 special 
troops to make it a complete, self-

Cooperation Is Important 


Any mother with intelligence and 


ingenuily can organize, a 
summer 


backyard camp wilh her, neighbors, 
and she will be solving ihe problem 
of whal lo do wilh fool-loose children 
who will gel ihlo mischief during Iho 
summer. 


The first, .thing to do is to enlist the 


aid of a group'of mothers with boys 
and girls aboul Ihe same-age level. 
Plan lo have various lypes of activit- 
ies in back yards and cellars of neigh- 
boring homes. .The most important 
thing to bear in mind is that play 
must be along natural lines. Child- 
ren, like all humans,'have definite 
urges and drives which need ex- 
pression and if denied, icsult in mal- 
adjuslmenls.. Guide Ihese urges inlo 
Ihe right channels. 


The "right channels" include play 


and 
actively lhat wfll lake care 


of Ihe tlramalic urge which, if den- 
ied, results.in.lying; muscular aclivily, 
the undirected, outlet of which is rough 
housing and 
dcstruclion; 
rhythm, 


which, if undirected; leads lo an- 
noying drumming on the lable, tap- 
ping feet and, in its worst aspecl, 
jitterbug hysteria. 


Also important to teach is mirth, 


the bad sde of which is ridicule.-The 
absence of honest, hearty fun- in a 
child induces laughter at another's 
expense, sadism. True mirth - is good 
for the digestion; and is the great- 
est stablizer foi' the personality. 


Assuming the mothers have gotten 


the children together and are ready 
for the backyard camp, the easiest 
and most delightful project on which 
to starl is dramalics. 


"Scenery" Is Easily Made 


It can be an open air theater, with 


scenery made of builder's lathes which 
can be purchased reasonably at a 
lumber yard, nailed 'together and 
covered with ordinary manilla wrap- 
ping paper. Paint it with, cheap cal- 
cimine mixed with dry colors, also 
purchased cheaply. TJjip children may 
write their own plays,'"or mothers 
may help them dramalize .old favorit- 
es. 


The urge for rhythm can be taken 


care of by a project In making musical 
instruments and using them in con- 
nection with the drama project. 


Dances also can be dramatized and 


every phase of stage and scenic de- 
sign brought into the drama project

camp venture is to have the group 
organized as a club with a new leader 
elected each week. Sonic civic funct- 
ion, such as a committee for keep- 
ing play cellars clean, olc,, should 
also be organized .

National Guard, Our 'First Reserve/ 


Would Be First Reverse in Modern War

It would be sheer murder to send 


Ihe national guard into combat ugainsl 
a first-class power this summer. 


The guard today is ecjuipped lo fight 


a war on (lie model not even of 11)18— 
but of about 1015. For a 1U40 war, a 
high guard officer estimates the guard 
is about 50 per cent equipped, and 
less than 50 per cent organized and 
trained. 


The guard is called our "first re- 


serve," . but if it had to be plunged 
into a major bailie today il would be 
our first reverse—and no fault of the 
guard, either. 


Guard Needs Just About 


Everything 


All this is well known to Gen. 


George C. Marshall, chief of staff. He 
has had much experience with the 
guard, especially in Illinois. He knows 
previous Wra Department plans to 
call on the guard for action after 30 
days are now just- so many scraps of 
paper.

a job. The

ity to passenger or crew to establish' 
a safety record without challenge is 
not merely because equipment has 
improved.

! Trained personnel is a fundamental 
reason, for .no airplane is any better 
than the pilot who flies it, the mech- 
anic who services it, the meteorologist 
who plots a course for it or, for that 
rr)atter, the clerk who sells a ticket 
to a passenger boarding it. 


Because it is an industry widely re- 


garded as having a great ^future and 
be cause it is the kind of a business 
to appeal to the imagination, com- 
mercial air transport has been for- 
tunate in attracting high type per- 
sonnel: Yet there actually is a short- 
age of trained personnel. 


Take for example, pilots. There are 


thousands of flyers in the United 
iates. but airlines must still go out 
and hunt for -pilots with the proper 
training to make them airline pros- 
pects. 


The same situation exists with air- 


line mechanics. There are litterally 
hundreds of thousands .of mechanics in 
the United States—good mechanics, too 
—but they don't qualify as airplane 
motor mechanics, or aeronautical rad- 
io technicians, or propeller mechanics 
or instrument technicians. The air- 
lines have found they have to train 
their own men, 
i 


For 10 years United Air Lines has 


operated the Boeing School of Aero- 
nautics in Oakland, Calif. The school 
specializes in training men for air- 
line positions. 


This year United started a new stu- 


dent apprentice training school for 
mechanics at its overhaul base at 
Cheyenne.' Both of these extra-cur- 
ricular efforts were established be- 
cause of the need of trained men.
